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NO AGREEMENT ACHIEVED IN JUNE 18 CONSULTATIONS WITH 
SOVIETS, WHICH REVOLVED ALMOST EXCLUSIVELY AROUND QUESTION 
OF WHETHER THERE SHOULD BE SINGLE OR SEPARATE RESES 
ON FRG AND GDR APPLICATIONS FOR UN ENTRY. BEFORE MEETING 
WITH SOVIETS, GERMANS URGED FURTHER EFFORTS TO ENSURE 
SIMULTANEOUS ENTRY OF TWO GERMAN STATES, STRESSING 
BEST MEANS WAS SINGLE RES. 

AT FOUR- POWER MEETING, SOVIETS REITERATED WILLINGNESS 
OF SC PRES MALIK TO HAVE TWO IDENTICAL SC RESES ADOPTED 
BY CONSENSUS AND " GENTLEMEN' S AGREEMENT" WHEREBY GDR 
NOT TAKE SEAT UNTIL VOTE ON FRG APPLICATION. SINGLE RES, 

THEY SAID, WOULD STIMULATE OBJECTION BY THOSE WHO DID NOT 
LIKE ONE OR ANOTHER OF TWO GERMAN STATES OR WHO DID NOT 
LIKE BIG- POWER DICTATION. WESTERN DELS PUSHED FOR SINGLE 
GA RES WHICH, IF SPONSORED BY FOUR POWERS AND SEVERAL

WHEN TOLD FRENCH WOULD BE PRINCIPAL WESTERN SPEAKER IN 
SC AND MAKE SHORT REFERENCE TO QUADRIPARTITE DECLARATION 
WITH WHICH US AND UK WOULD ASSOCIATE SELVES, SOVIETS SUGGESTED 
REFRAINING FROM THIS REFERENCE, SAYING IT MIGHT ANTAGONIZE

CONCLUDING STATEMENTS ON TTPI WERE MADE IN TC JUNE 15 
BY SCHAUFELE, HIGH COMMISSIONER JOHNSTON AND SPECIAL 
ADVISERS AMARAICH AND SIGRAH. COUNCIL MEMBERS EXPRESSED 
CONCERN OVER LACK OF VERBATIM RECORDS OF THEIR MEETINGS 
DUE TO HEAVY SC SCHEDULE AT SAME TIME. FRANCE AND AUSTRALIA 
WERE APPOINTED MEMBERS OF DRAFTING COMITE. 

SCHAUFELE TOLD TC US WOULD CAREFULLY CONSIDER VM' S 
RECOMMENDATIONS; REPLIED TO POINTS RAISED RELATING INTER 
ALIA TO FUTURE POLITICAL STATUS, POLITICAL EDUCATION, 

PRACTICAL EFFECTS IF MARIANAS SEPARATED FROM REST OF 
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TERRITORY, AND BUDGETARY AUTHORITY. HE DENIED US ENCOURAGED 
SEPARATISM OR EVER REFUSED TO DISCUSS INDEPENDENCE; 

REAFFIRMED THAT TRUSTEESHIP COULD ONLY BE ENDED SIM- 
ULTANEOUSLY FOR ALL PARTS OF MICRONESIA; SAID EVERY EFFORT 
BEING MADE TO SETTLE WAR REPARATION CLAIMS QUICKLY 
AND FAIRLY AS POSSIBLE; AND STATED US WOULD EXPLORE HOW 
VETO POWER MIGHT BE RESTRICTED. 

JOHNSON REPLIED TO POINTS MADE REGARDING EDUCATION, 

BENEFITS TO MICRONESIANS FROM TOURISM, HEALTH CARE, ADVICE 
AND CONSENT, VETO AND BUDGETARY AUTHORITY, AND 
DEVELOPMENT OF MARINE RESOURCES. 

AMARAICH WAS CRITICAL OF HIGH COURT, STATED PEOPLE FOUND 
JUDGES' CONDUCT INTOLERABLE, AND URGED TC TO EXAMINE 
CAREFULLY " COMPLETE AND TOTAL RESISTANCE” OF USG TO ANY 
MICRONESIAN CONTRIBUTION TO SELECTION PROCESS OR FUNCTION 
OF JUDICIARY AT HIGH COURT LEVEL. ON LOS, HE ARGUED 
MICRONESIAN INTERESTS SHOULD NOT BE MADE SUBSERVIENT TO 
CONFLICTING INTERESTS OF US, AND HE CALLED ON TEC TO SUPPORT 
MICRONEISA' S RIGHT TO INDEPENDENT REPRESENTATION AT LOS 
CONFERENCE. HE EXPRESSED ” STRONGEST OPPOSITION” OF COM TO 
ANY US EFFORT TO FRAGMENT NICRONESIA AND HOPED TC WOULD 
SUPPORT VM IN URGING COMPLETE HALT TO THAT TYPE OF ACTIVITY. 

HE TOLD SOV REP THERE WAS NO TIMETABLE FOR INDEPENDENCE 
BECAUSE IT WAS IN BEST INTERESTS OF US TO CONTINUE 
TRUSTEESHIP LONG AS POSSIBLE. 
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SIGRAH STATED EFFORTS SHOULD BE MADE TO CREATE MORE 
" MICRONESIA- ORIENTED AND PACIFIC- AREA ORIENTED EDUCATIONAL 
SYSTEM," AND IT WAS " IMPOSSIBLE" FOR BIKINI TO BE 
" RADIATION FREE.” HE OBSERVED SUCCESSFUL AND PRACTICAL

THOUGHT WG SHOULD NOT BE PRECLUDED FROM CARRYING OUT PRELIMINARY 
EXAMINATION OF PRINCIPLES BEFORE LEGAL SUBCOMITE TOOK UP MATTER.
